OBJECTIONS OF THE COUNTRY MEMBERS. 


S PRINGFIELD, II., July 22.—[Special.]—The 
opposition of the residents of the West Side to 
the Jackson Park site has agreed upon a defi- 
nite plan of action to be followed during the 
called session. It is a very cunningly devised 
scheme,‘and is being sedulously pumped into 
the country members. 

The resolution for the submission of the 
constitutional amendment provides that the 
City of Chicago be empowered to issue five 
million dollars of bonds in aid of the Fair, 
etc. The West Side members will insist that 
the resdlution for the amendment be changed 
so as to declare tha constitutional amendment 
be first submitted to the people of the State of 
Illinois. If it prevail and a majority of the 
voters at the November election inderse the 
idea of the resolution, it shall be submitted to 
the people of Chicago for rejection or ap- 
proval. As the resolution now reads, it pro- 
vides for but a single vote, to-wit: that of the 
people of the State. 

As the West-Siders want it, the document 
will provide for two submissions, one to the 
people of the State and the second, in the event 
of its adoption by the people of the State, to the 
people of Chicago. This project will provoke 
a vast deal of debate in the Legislature and, 
so fat as can be learned tonight, every West 
Side Senator and member will advocate and 
urge the adoption of the proviso hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

This, they say, was the course taken by the 
Jury Commission bill and was used by them 
as a precedent in support of their claim. 
Such is their plan of action as developed here 
tonight. . 0 

Their method of attack has not been made 
public up to this time, but no less than five 
legislators from the West Side said only this 
evening they would never vote for the resolu- 
tion unless it was amended so as to compel a 
submission of the question to the vote of the 
people who are to bear the burden of taxatior. 
—to wit: the people of Chicago. 

Asa cover to their scheme the West Side 

lexislators intimate they will allow the consti- 
tutional amendment to get through the Legis- 
lature, but will reserve their strength and en- 
deavor to load down the bills for subsidiary 
legisiation so they will be impracticable and 
valueless. They claim, or intimate, that the 
immediate result of these amendments and 
objections would be to reopen the question of 
a location and give them a chance to offer a 
site to the Commissioners, a courtesy if not 
to say right which has not been offered them, 
at least so they say. 

There is absolutely nothing in this talk 
which is made to detract the attention of the 
public from the real issue which is to be made. 

It is thrown out all the same, and is ac- 
cepted by many who do not know the exact 
situation, The real secret of the plan of the 
campaign is as hereinbefore stated. 

Such of the country members as have ex- 
pressed any opinion as to the probable course 
of legislation say they are perfectly willing to 
give any aid that may be in the power of the 
State; provided part of the taxation resulting 
from the issue.of the bonds be allowed to fall 
on the State at large. ‘he resolution itself 
should satisfy on this point and allay their 
fears. Explanations of the exact legal con- 
struction of the resolution carry much weight 
with the members outside of Cook, but there 
is no longer any question the West-Siders will 
insist on an amendment which will ultimate- 

ly lead to a direct vote of the people of Chi- 
cago on the question of issuing the bonds.

This motion was seconded by Mr. Cooley 
and was carried with enthusiasm. 

The cry of “Cochran, Cochran” was then 
loudly shouted from all over the House and 
Mr. Cochran advanced to the front and said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: It would be im- 
possible for me at this moment to express to you 
my gratitude for the honor that you have conferred 
upon me. Iam ot a sympathetic nature and it goes 
to my heart. But I want to say to you 
that as soon as we pass one another 
comes in view, and my troubles have just begun. 
[Laughter] ButIam here to say that as a Re- 
publican and asamember of the Thirty-sixth 
General Assembly I hope that we as representa- 
tives of the people of the State of Illinois will pro- 
ceed with the business of this special session in a 
manner that will be acceptable to the people and 
in a way that will redound to the honor and 
glory of this great State, and especially 
to the City of Chicago, in making necessary ar- 
rangements for the great Exposition to be held 
there in 1893. [Applause.] Now I could not say 
to you anything that would express my thankful- 
ness, not only to the gentlemen who have stood 
by me personally in this matter, but to every 
member of this, the Republican side, of the 
Thirty-sixth General Assembly. You have 
always treated me kindly. Coming here as I did, 
as a new member from an obscure county, from 
an obscure town in that county, a mere boy in 
politics, without any experience in that line, you 
treated me with the utmost courtesy. Gentle- 
men, again I thank you. heartily for the honor 
that you have this evening. conferred upon me. 
You have other business to transact and there- 
fore I will not bother you any longer witha 
speech. [Applause.] 

At the conclusion of Mr. Cochran’s speech 
Mr. Paddock suggested that the caucus pro- 
ceed to the nomination of a Temporary 
Speaker. .A Temporary Speaker would have 
to preside until the new members were sworn 
in and had an opportunity to participate in 
the permanent organization of the House. 

Mr. Whitehead thought there was no need 


of selecting a Temporary Speaker. In his 
opinion, in the absence of the Speaker the 
House should be called to order by the 
clerk; or in the absence of the chief clerk 
by the first assistant clerk. Mr. White 
head, in support of his position, quoted 
at length from English authorities on parlia- 
mentary law, showing the practices in vogue 
in the English House of Commons. He con- 
cluded by moving that It is the sense of this 
caucus that the House be called to order by 
the clerk or his assistant. 


Mr. Allen of Vermillion moved as a substi-. 


tute that the Chair be authorized to appoint a 
committee of seven, to which should be re- 
ferred the matter of selecting a temporary 
Speaker and all other matters not otherwise 
disposed of relating to the temporary and per- 
manent organization of the House, the com- 
mittee to report to the caucus at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow. This substitute was accepted by 
Mr. Whitehead and was carried. The commit- 
tee as appointed by the Chairman was com- 
posed of Messrs. Allen of Vermillion, Par- 
tridge, Paddock, Whitehead, Fisher, Miller of 
Cook, and Breeden. 

George - T. Buckingham of Vermillion 
County, First Assistant Clerk at the last regu- 
lar session, was nominated for Chief Clerk by 
acclamation. 

For First Assistant Clerk Frank Allen of 
Kane County, W. J. Allen of Hancock, and R. 
J. Dickinson of Stark County were placed in 
nomination. On the first ballot the vote 
stood: W. J. Allen, 31; Frank Allen, 26; 
Dickinson, 16. As thirty-seven votes were 
necessary to a choice there was no nomina- 
tion and a second ballot was ordered. This 
resulted: Dickinson, 32; Frank Allen, 21; W. 
J. Allen, 16. a 

Mr. Dickinson was declared the nominee for 
First Assistant Clerk, it having been voted to 
declare the person receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes the nominee. 

Mr. Pike called attention to the fact that 
the Doorkeeper of the House had taken a posi- 
tion in Washington, and moved that the First 
Assistant Doorkeeper, John A. Barr or 
Cook, be declared the nominee for Doorkeep- 
er. This was carried and Henry C. Henry of 
Effingham was made First Assistant and Will- 
iam Watson of McLean Second Assistant 
Doorkeeper. 

All further business was referred to the 
committee of seven appointed by the chair, 
and the caucus adjourned to meet at Memorial 
Hall at the State House at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 

The Democratic House caucus will be held 
at ‘9:30 tomorrow morning at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel. Among the candidates for Speaker 
that have been mentioned are Messrs. Hurst. 
Farmer, Crafts, Stoskopf, and Wells. It will 
likely be Mr. Crafts or Mr. Hurst, probably 
the latter, if that gentleman really aspires to 
the honor, as his record in the last House 
makes him a formidable aspirant if he cares 
to compete for the compliment of the Demo- 
cratic nomination.

Smith arrived this morning and 
took possession of one of the largest rooms at 
the Leland... The general impression is that 
that will be a sort of headquarters for the 
directors when they arrive*tomorrow. In 
other words Gen, Smith is supposed 
tobe here to thoroughly acquaint himself 
with the situation in order that the directors 
when they arrive may know what is best to do. 
Gen. Smith doesn’t say much but he has been 
spending the entire day getting the views of 
the Legislators, and as one of them remarked, 
he didn’t engage one of the biggest and best 
rooms in the hotel just for fun. Another 
man here in the interests of the directorate is 
A. W. Sawyer, an Assistant Secretary of the 
Illinois Senate and also Secretary pro tem. 
of the Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
of the Exposition. He is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with both bodies, and in conse- 
quence certain documents have been intrusted 
to his care. These will be at the proper time 
put into the hands of some member of the 
Legislature, and that may explain all points. 
that may be brought up in connection 
with the proposed legislation. That mem- 
ber has not yet been decided on. 
One of the documents he has is an offer to 
drain Jackson Park for $10,000 and to sewer 
same for $150,000. It is from Frank I. Ben- 
nett and has already been published in full in 
Tax Trrsunz. 

In addition he has a brief used in the Lake- 
Front case, including a map of the same with 
explanation. The map of the original Lake- 
Front scheme—known as Aldis map—is not 
here, however. 

Still another document and a more impor- 
tant one is the report of a committee appointed 
by the people owning and controlling proper- 
ty near Jackson Park. Although one of the 
strongest arguments in favor of the park for 
a site, it has never been made public. It is 
quite lengthy and answers many of the objec- 
tions to Jackson Park. It can and will be 
used with good effect before the Legislature, 
but it is an argument for Cachson Park alone 
rather than the dual site. After stating that 
the committee was appointed by owners of 
property adjacent to Jackson Park the report 
continues : 

In accordance with our appointment as said 
committee we have canvassed the situation and 
learned: 

First—By appropriate legislation Jackson Park 
can be lawfully used as a site for the Fair. 

Second—The amount of land available for the 
Fair is between 500 and 550 acres. If only this 
amount of landrwould be used it would give a 
frontage of half a mile on the north, a mile on 
the south, a mile on the west, and a mile and a 
quarter on the lake. 

Third—If it is found that more land is needed 
the property-owners owning and controlling sev- 
eral hundred acres immediately adjacent to and 
south of Jackson Park are willing to make any 
reasonable arrangement. 

Fourth—Jackson Park can be easily drained 
and sewered at a comparatively small expense. 
The sandy soil of the entire territory is of such a 
character that underground drainage keeps 
the ground in perfect condition and there 
need be no trouble from rain or mud. 
By the construction of a system of 
sewerage and drainage, including the necessary 
apparatus for raising the sewage sufficiently to 
give it an outflow by gravitation, at an expense 
not to exceed $200,000 or $300,000, the entire area 
could be made as dry as a bone. 

Fifth—The Hyde Park water-works are located 
close to Jackson Park, and this would supply at 
all times, with plenty of pressure, an unlimited 
amount of the best water now obtained in the 
city without affecting the water supply else- 
where and without depending on the present in- 
adequate supply of water in the city. 

Sxith—The facilities for transportation are prac- 
tically unlimited. It has been ascertained from 
some of the railroad and street-car lines that out- 
side of special conveyances they can carry each 
way 125,000 to 150,000 people per hour without 
danger of overcrowding. 

A communication from C. B. Holmes is in- 
corporated in the report. Mr. Holmes states 
that such arrangements can be made on his 


per hour. C. Goddard of the Alley L“ road 
writes that their road will be ready in plenty 
of time and that it can transport 200,000 people 
per hour in each direction. 

The Illinois Central agrees to lay two ad- 
ditional tracks for the exclusive use of travel 
to the park grounds in addition to the two 
tracks at present deyoted to the suburban 
business. The company.would adopt the con- 
tinuous or loop system and be prepared to 
run trains on each set of tracks every three 
minutes at least, with a block-signal systein 
to insure safety. In addition to this the Illi- 
nois Central says it will extend every reason- 
able facility to other lines in the use of its 
tracks. . 

The boulevards also received attention as 
means of communication with Jackson Park 
and transportation by water is not neglected. 
The last clause is as follows: 

Eighth—It is also proper to add that in case 
Jackson Park should be selected as a site the 
owners of adjacent property are ready and will- 
ing to subscribe for a liberal amount of the addi- 
tional stock of the Exposition company in appre-

At the conclusion of the roll-call there was 
a flurry of excitement and a good deal-of con- 
fusion. At the end of the first call the score 
stood 84 ayes to 83 noes and some of the 
Democrats having got wind of the fact 
hastened to increase the majority by changing 
their votes from the negative ¢o the affirma 
tive. This started a similar move on the 
Republican side and at the end of the second 
call the vote stood 105 to 104, but before the 
announcement was made more votes were 
changed and the House bill was substituted 
for the Senate bill by 118 to 97. All but thir 
teen of the negative votes were cast by Repub- 
licans.

DEBATING THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Bitter Democratic Opposition to the Meas- 
ure Met with Strong A: nts, 

Wasuixeton, D. C., July 22—Having dis- 
posed of the Original Package bill the House. 
proceeded to the consideration of the Bank- 
ruptey bill. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor of Ohio, Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committeé, opened the debate with 
& speech in favor of the bill as one in whose 
preparation no pains had been spared to make 
it just and equitable to all parties. That a 
general bankruptcy bill, which would operate 
with celerity and cheapness, would be for the 
general good could not be denied. He op- 
posed the “Voluntary Bankruptcy bill” 
framed by the minority as favorable to the 
creditor only and not mutual. : 

Mr. Wallace of New York expressed his 
hearty approval of the law. It was framed in 
the interest of business integrity and eommer- 
cial fair dealing. : 

Mr. Culbertson of Texas opposed the bill 
before the House. In its general features and 
scope the bill was not materially different 
from the Lowell bill of a formér Congress and 
from the act of 1867, against which latter pub- 
lic sentiment became so strong that the Sen- 
ate in 1878 finally acceded to the third request 
of the House that it should be re- 
pealed. It would be an imexcnsable 
folly under any circumstances to reénact a 
bankrupt scheme which in the past had 
proved to be a failure in every respect ex- 
cept as an instrument of oppression and tyr- 
anny and a fruitful breeder of Grime. Never 
in his experience in Congress had he seen a 
bill more industriously, more_ intelligently, 
and more indefatigably lobbied than this bill 
had been. Referring to the convention held 
in Minnesota in favor of the measure he said 
that the bill had been prepared by the attor- 
ney for the Associated Grocers company of St. 
Louis. 

He could not understand why there should 
be such an anxiety on the part of the money 
and manufacturing interests for thé passage 
of this measure, unless it was that the shadow 
of the legislation of this Congress has been 
cast over them. With the McKinley bill ab- 
sorbing the earnings of the people in order to 
enrich the manufacturers; with the Silver bill, 
which lodged in the Secretary of the Treasury 
(always dominated by Wall street) the power 
to demonetize silver after one year; 
with an Election bill which struck down at 
one fell blow the unsurpassed prosperity of 
the South which had arisen from the ashes of 
a great war, it might be that the convention 
conceived it necessary to provide a wrecking- 
train to pick up the débris of fortunes which 
would be scattered all over the country when 
these laws were enforced. [Applause on the 
Democratic side.] The bill was radically bad. 
It might pass, but an indignant public senti- 
ment in less than twelve months would de- 
mand that it be swept from the statute books. 

Mr. Wheeler of Alabama said that the 
Speaker of the House had ordered the bill to 
be passed. [Laughter.] He had ordered the 
Election bill to be passed, and it had been 


the people, just as the Election bill did. 
only reason he could see for this bill was 
the Republican party was going into bank- 
ruptey and wanted a chance to be discharged 
and start business again. 

Defending the Bill, 
Mr. Buchanan of New Jersey declared that 
the statement of the gentleman from. Ala- 
bama (Mn Wheeler) that the Speaker had or- 
dered this bill to pass was a surprising one. 

He (Mr. Buchanan) was amember of the 
Judiciary Committee; he hadtaken part in 
framing this measure, and he had reported it 
to the House, and he wished to say to the 
House that today he did not know whether 
the Speaker was in favor of the bill or op- 
posed to it. They had never passed a word on 
the subject, and he was getting a little tired of 
insinuations of this kind. 

Mr. Wheeler—*I should think you would 
be. 

Mr. Buchanan — Precisely so. I have said 
that I have had no conversation with the 
Speaker in reference to this bill, and what 
more can I Say? I only weary of intimations 
that have no foundation in fact.“ 

Continuing, Mr. Buchanan supported the 
measure, contending that it was demanded by 
the people of the country, that there was noth- 
ing political or sectional in it. Every precau- 
tion had been taken to secure a speedy and 
inexpensive distribution of the estate 
of insolvents. The committee believed 
that the proposed law was a vast 
improvement over the old law and would re- 

t in an increased efficiency and a decreased, 
cost. Every safeguard against fraudulent 
conduct on the part of bankrupt, referee, or 
assignee had been as carefully drawn as the 
English language would permitof. Of course 
the bill was not perfect. The perfect law 
mankind ever knew was that down at 
Mount Sinai, and that was soon broken. But 
those members of the Judiciary Committee 
who had madeacareful study of the bill 
were satisfied that it contained 
all the safeguards with which 
it was possible to surround a bill of this char- 
acter. The system ombodied in the bill was 
perfect, complete, comprehensive, concise, 
and consistent, beginning with the act of 
bankruptcy and ending with the right of the 
creditor to question the discharge for at least 
two years after it was granted, if in the mean- 
time any action could have been shown to 
have been admitted by the debtor which would 
have invalidated his discharge. 

Mr. Kelly of Pennsylvania inquired whether 
under the provisions of the bill lawyers only 
could be appointed referees. 

Mr. Buchanan made an affirmative re- 
sponse. 

Mr. Kelley suggested that it was not right 
to discriminate against farmers—and he was 
one himself—and business-men who were not

SEVEN PERSONS KILLED IN A CYCLONE. 
Hillsboro, N. D., Visited by a Destructive 
Yest Afternoon, 

Hirissoro, N. D. July 22.—[Special.]—A 
tornado passed through this county (Traill) 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon striking a farming 
community a few miles below Galesburg. 
Many houses were blown down and it is stated 
that several persons were killed. Hammond 
Jenson, a laborer, arrived here ‘dur- 
ing the evening and said he saw 
one dead man and several injured near 
the Village of Hunter. He stated that seven 
persons were killed, but he did not learn the 
names of any of them.

The additional expense may be 25 per 
cent. I do not say that there are not some 
appliances that —— the volume of smoke, 
but they cannot be used on every furnace. 
There is another thing to be considered in this 
matter. We burn twenty-five tons of coal 
daily and our neighbors burn three or four 
tons. It stands to reason that we should make 
more smoke, which is admitted. The ques- 
tion of removing all heavy-power furnaces 
from the center of the city must be consid- 
ered in the future. We are satisfied that the 
best way to abate the smoke nuisance is to 
burn hard coal.

CANADA will have its decennial census taken 
next April. An Ottawa dispatch estimates 
the population at @ little over 5,000,000, or ‘leas 
than that of the State of New York and a lit- 
tle more than four times that of Chicago. On 
the basis of population the Dominion, if it 
were annexed to the United States, would 
have only about twenty-five Representatives. 


Tun Paris Figaro of July 11 says that the 
previous Monday and Tuesday it snowed un- 
interruptedly in Scotland, and Wednesday 
morning the Grampian.Hills were as white as 
they usually are in midwinter, while at Chi- 
- cago it wis a hundred degrees in the shade. 
Figaro is mistaken as to the temperature 
hete, but with some people facts are nothing 
when they wish to present a striking contrast. 


Tun new cruiser San Francisco shortly 
will make its trial trip over à course forty 
miles long in the Santa Barbara channel, run- 
ning forth and back, making eighty miles in 
all. The contract demands it shall make over 
nineteen miles an hour, and it is expected con- 
fidently that it will exceed this speed and earn 
some handsome premiums, as the Philadelphia 

did recently. Although costing more it is not 
expected the San Francisco will be quite as 
fast as the latter. The Philadelphia is a 
little larger, but their armaments are the 
same, consisting of twelve six-inch breech- 
loading rifles in the main battery. 


Coat has discovered another comet. Last 
Saturday evening it was in right ascension 8 
hours 56 minutes, and north declination 44 de- 

48 minutes. This places it about four 
south from the two stars which form 
the fitst of the three pairs marking the feet of 
the Great Bear. Its daily motion is half a de- 
gree eastward and three-ꝗquarters of a degree 
southward. I. is described as bright. The 
position is near that occupied by the cele- 
brated comet of 1874, also discovered by Cog- 
gia, but it is not likely to be the same object. 
The stranger of sixteen years ago moved in a 
very elongated orbit, roughly computed at the 
time to take some 10,000 years for one revolu- 


tion. Hence it is still wandering in the spaces |

Tun market at the Chicago Stock Exchange 
continues dull, but the weakness was more 
pronounced yesterday. West Side Street 
railway stock showed a sharp decline. The 
New York market was quiet. The weakness 
in some of the Western stocks was led by a 
decline in Atchison. New York exchange 
was 50 cents discount. There was no change 
in sterling rates.—The Chicago produce mar- 
kets were quict, with comparatively little 
change in prices, but the leading articles were 
firm. Wheat was sustained by strong cables 
and corn by further reports of crop damage in 
the Southwest. As compared with Monday 
pork closed unchanged for this month, but 15 
cents. lower for September, lard and rye 
steady, ribs 24 cents higher, wheat . cent 
higher, corn 4 cent higher, oats cent lower 
for this month, barley weak, and flaxseeds 
easier. 


Tue death of Dr. C. H. E. Peters, the as- 
tronomer at Litchfield Observatory, Hamil- 
ton College, New York, remioves one of the 
most prominent of the old school of scien- | 
tific workers. He held his position at Hamil- | 
ton for 22 years and was 47 years old when he 
accepted it. Hence he died at a ripe old age, 
but was active to the last. His work included 
the discovery of forty-eight planetoids, being 
the largest number credited‘to any one man, 
but closely approximated by the late Prof. 
Watson, who ran a neck-and-neck race with 
him for many years in hunting for these in- 
teresting objects which move between the or- 
bits of Mars and Jupiter. While engaged in 

that work Peters constructed new maps of the 
stars near the ecliptic, registering the places 
of about 115,000 down to those of the thir- 
teenth magnitude, Charts showing the rela- 
tive positions.of many of these stars were pub- 
lished by him about six years ago. He also made 
a record of about 14,000 sun spots during the 
ten years that he observed the solar surface 
each day that the weather permitted. He was 
chief of the Government expedition to New 
Zealand to observe the transit of Venus over 
the sun’s disk in 1874. He was a close observ- 
er and one of the most accomplished mathe 
maticians of the century, the number of those 
entitled to rank with him in the latter respect 
being easily told off on the fingers.

and there a corner lot, exceptionally well 
placed for saloon business, might bring more 
than at present, but the value of the neighbor- 
ing property would be lowered at once. 


.Crry Deputy Oil Inspector Prager appears 
to have too narrow ideas of his duty toward 
his fellow-men. He thinks it is ended when 
he has put a brand ona barrel of oil, mark- 
ing it approved or condemned as cir- 
cumstances may require. He told the jurors 
in the case of the steamer Tioga that it was 
not part of his business to notify city, State, 
or Federal authorities when a law relative to 
explosives was violated. It is true he is not 
paid todo so, but his duty to mankind de- 
mands it of him. Were every one to stick to 
his business as closely as Mr. Prager, or the 
Levite and priest in the parable, this would 
be amore disagreeable world to live in than 
it is. 

Mr. Prager said further that if he knew of 
the storage of nitro-glycerine, dynamite, or 
naphtha in a building in the heart of the city 
in violation of law it would not be “ his busi- 
ness to notify any one. There were under- 
writers, police, and fire marshals to look after 
such matters. All he would do would be to 
keep away from the dangerous spot. He 
stated further:

THE Fi FARMERS AND THE FAIR. 

The Illinois Legislature meets today. There 
will be submitted to it, when organized, some 
bills to be prepared by the World’s Fair di- 
rectors which will relate among other things 
to the site of the Exposition. Just what will 
be asked for cannot be told till the negotia- 
tions with the Council have reached an end. 

The directors will not be, however, the only 
interested parties who will be represented at 
Springfield, and who will watch with in- 
terest the deliberations of the General Assem- 
bly. A committee of the State Board of Ag- 
riculture will be there, and if it sees that the 
great interest which it has at heart is menaced 
it will speak out to the members in no uncer- 
tain tones, As many of them are farmers or 
the representatives of farming constituencies, 
they will not be likely to turn a deaf ear to 
what the State Board may say. 

That organization is anxious to prevent the 
great agricultural exhibit of the Fair from be- 
ing turned into a sideshow. It does not wish to 
have the chief products of this country, those 
of the farm, fenced off from the rest of the 
Exposition, as if their neighborhood were pol- 
lution and as if the farmer were only a third 
or fourth class exhibiter. In view of the prom- 
ises made, this is right. When Chicago was 
asking Congress for the Fair it sought the aid 
of the farmers of the country. It told them 
that if New York were the chosen site there 
would not and could not be any room for 
them, but if Chicago won they should have 
the space they needed and deserved. The 
farmers helped the city, and it won. It is now 
called on to make good its promises to the 
men who look after the huge material inter- 


ests of the land—corn, wheat, cotton, tobacco, 


live stock, butter, cheese, etc. Surely these 


things should not be absent from the Exposi- 
tion, if it is to show fhe progress which has 


deen made since the days of Columbus. The 


act of Congress which designated this city as 
the site specifies them along with the products 
of the forest, the mine, and the manufactory 
as forming part of the grand exhibit. 

In 1880, out of a total of 17,392,000 engaged 
in all kinds of occupations, 7,670,000 were em- 
ployed directly in agriculture, and will take a 
special interest in an exhibit which deals with 
the products of the farm. They should form 
therefore a large percentage of those visitors 
whose gate money is needed to make the Fair 
a success. Tell them they are not wanted and 
what will the fate of the Exposition be? Tell 
the agricultural exhibiters that the things they 
have to show are of secondary interest and

who are friendly to the Fair. They do not ob- 
ject to the placing of a portion of the Exposi- 
— on the Lake-Front, nor to its being 

an attractive gateway, but they do lift 
praca — against any scheme which shall 
put the artists ve ene ace, 
Front and leave the agriculturists in lonely 
glory at Jackson Park. They do not want the 
agricultural implements in one place and the 
crops raised -with thém some miles away. 
They want neighbors, and if they cannot have 
them they will draw out of the game and go 
home, 

That would be bad, for an American fair 
without a representation of agricultural Amer- 
ica would be a shabby concern. It also would 
be bad because the rural members of the Leg- 
islature, without whose help nothing can be 
done, might refuse to do anything for Chicago 
when they saw their friends and constituents 
were to be neglected. So those who are inter- 
ested specially in the matter should take care 
that this will-o’-the-wisp of a Lake-Front does 
not lead them too far astray. It is of more 
consequénce to keep the good will of the farm- 
ers than it is to get a chance to spend two or 
more millions in filling in some submerged 
lands, The Legislature when asked to grant 


permission to do that may refuse to give leave 


to do anything. 
MISUNDERSTANDING A PLAIN PROPOSI- 
TION 


It has been suggested informally by some of 
the World’s Fair directors that Congress 
should modify the tenth section of the act 
which it passed on the subject of the Exposi- 
tion. It provides that when the President has 
been notified by the National Commission of 
its acceptance of a site and its approval of 
plans for adequate and appropriate buildings, 
and— 


there has also been filed with him by the said cor- 
poration satisfactory proof that a sum not less 
than $10,000,000, to be used and expended for the 


purposes of the Exposition, has in t been raised 
or provided for, 


he shall be authorized to make proclama 
tion to foreign nations of the fact that an Ex- 
position is to be held and ask their opera- 
tion therein. 

It is desirable that this official notification 
should be given at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, so that those foreigners who wish to be 
exhibiters may begin making their prepara- 
tions at once. It was stated the other day 
that some of them might need much time— 
that it took the Krupps, immense as their 
manufactory is, a year to build a single ma- 
chine, If European exhibiters are slower in 
their movements than those in this country 
would be, that cannot be helped. It has to be 
accepted as something inevitable and pro- 
vided for. 

But if the act of Congress stands unaltered 
it will be November before the President can 
issue his proclamation. The Legislature will 
make arrangements for the submission of an 
amendment to the Constitution allowing the 
city to give five millions to gid the Fair, but 
till that amendment has been ratified by the 
people it cannot be said that that five millions 
has been raised or provided for. It is the in- 
tention to raise ten millions by private sub- 
scriptions, and more than half of it has been 
secured, but it will take some time before it 
can be obtained. 

But when the site and the plans for the 
buildings have been approved of it will be 
safe for the President to issue his proclama- 
tion. More than six millions will have been 
subscribed, and a constitutional amendment 
covering five millions will have been adopted 
by the Legislature. There will ve no question 
as to its ratification. Hence there need be no 
fear of an insufficiency of cash. 

This is why an alteration of the law is de- 
sirable—so that intending foreign exhibiters 
may be notified at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. It is not true, as a St. Louis paper 
says, which has not yet recovered, apparently, 
from the shock of losing the Fair, that— 


Chi proposes to unload the financial bur- 
den of the Fair in the main upon the General 
Government. 


In due time Chicago will raise fifteen mill- 
ions, and it will be used for Fair purposes. 
All its promises will be lived up to. But it 
sees that the tenth section as it now stands will 
interfere with the success of the Fair, and 
would like to have it amended. 


CHEAPENING PASSENGER RATES. 

The Hungarian railways are controlled by 
the Government, and are under the charge 
of the Minister of Public Works and High- 
ways. He noticed that while the freight busi- 
ness of the lines was growing the passenger 
business. seemed to be stationary. Believing 
this to be due to the rates, which were higher 
in Hungary than ih most other European 
countries, he determined to try the experiment 
of lowering them. 

By the. plan agreed on, which went into 
force Aug. 1 of last year, the railroads, start- 
ing from à given center, are divided into 
zones or stretches. The first, or inner one, 
of these is 15.5 miles wide, the second and so 
on up to the twelfth are 9.5 miles wide, and the 
succeeding ond 15.5 miles each. Thus, if this 
city were the center, the limits of the first 
zone would be about Kensington on the IIli- 
nois Central, Waukegan on the Northwestern, 
and Aurora on the Burlington. 

Owing to the number of kinds of trains 
used in Hungary there are many rates of fare. 
There are express trains with first, second, and 
third class cars, and there are ordinary omni- 
bus and mixed trains, also made up of first, 
second, and third class cars. Tickets on ex- 
press trainsvare 24, 20, and 12 cents per zone, 
so that a person wishing to know what it will 
cost to go forty-five miles merely has to mul- 
tiply these rates by four, the number of zones. 
On the other trains the rates per zone are 20, 
16, and 10 cents. 

A little figuring will show how much lower 
these rates are than those on the Illinois roads.

DEMOCRACY AND. MORMONISM. 

In the debate in the Senate on the appro- 
priation for the Industrial Home for Women 
at Salt Lake City the Senators wandered from 
the immediate subject and the discussion took 
on a somewhat personal although highly in- 
structive character. ‘This was particularly 
noticeable in the colloquy between Senators 
Edmunds and Vest. Vest made a speech op- 
posing the appropriation on the ground that 
it was useless to maintain a home or refuge 
for Mormon women, since they would not re- 
sort to it, but would cling to their polygamous 
husbands to the last. He werit on to cite the 
fact that the Mormon women when armed 
with the suffrage cast a solid vote in favor of 
polygamy and did everything in their power 
to protect the hierarchy. Owing to their re- 
ligious enthusiasm and fanaticism Vest held 
that it was useless to attempt to induce the 
Mormon women to abandon their polygamous 
relations by providing them a refuge to which 
they could flee. 

Senator Vest’s line of argument seemed 
quite irritating to Senator Edmunds, who re- 
marked that the Missouri Senator “ always 
has objected to doing anything about this 
polygamous business in Utah.“ Mr. Ed- 
munds said that according to his recollection 
Vest had opposed every anti-polygamy bill 
that had been introduced in the Senate. He 
had no doubt that Vest acted conscientiously, 
but he could only infer that the Senator from 
Missouri believes it a part of the religious 
rite and business of women to be polygamous 
wives, and a part of the religious and 
saving duty of every man who thinks 
so to get as many wives as he can.“ 
Vest replied somewhat angrily that he was 
“as much opposed to polygamy as any man 
living,“ and he was not to be put in a false 
position because he had voted against bills 
proposed by the Vermont Senator which he 
thought unconstitutional and inhuman. 
Thereupon Edmunds observed that if Vest 
was really opposed to polygamy” and did 
not. like the particular way of punishing it 
that the Committee on the Judieiary reported, 
as an earnest opponent of polygamy he might, 
with his great knowledge of law and affairs, 
have proposed some other way of punishing 
it.“ Of course Vest could not refer to any 
anti-polygamy bill which he had prepared er 
introduced. He had opposed the measures of 
the Judiciary Committee but had not pro- 
posed others in place of them, Senator Ed- 
munds commented as follows:

The position of 
the Mormons is identical with that of the 
Rebels at the opening of the war, in that they 
only ask to be “ let. alone” and allowed to 
manage their own. dffairs in their own way. 
Having fought for the State sovereignty 
doctrine when it was used as a shield for 
slavery Vest cannot abandon it now that it is 
loaded down with the surviving “ twin relic 
of harbarism.” 


THE EXPLOSION OF THEOSOPHY. 

Prof. Elliott Coues, the Smithsonian orni- 
thologist, has done the world good service by 
putting a keg of dynamite under the Theo- 
sophical Society and blowing vulgar old Mme. 
Blavatsky and her dupe, Col. Olcott, “ higher 
than a kite.“ Prof. Coues was an early vic- 
tim of the fat impostor, but, being a scientist, 
he soon found out his delusion and is honest 
enough to confess it. The humbug set up 
by this tricky adventuress could not stand the 
exact application of science and it was not 
long before Prof. Coues unmasked her pre- 
tenses and discovered the machinery with 
which she has fooled so many other victims. 

It is not surprising, perhaps, that Prof. 
Coues was infatuated with theosophy as Mme. 
Blavatsky expounded it. It was full of at- 
traction to a scientific mind and opened up a 
wide field for investigation. Scientific men, 
however, are the last in the world who like to 
de humbugged. It was a sad day, therefore, 
for Mme. Blavatsky when Prof. Coues entered 
her fold and went searching for Mahatmas 
and astral bodies, No sooner did he 
enter upon the quest than his keen 
and trained vision discovered all the hidden 
machinery which produced the alleged won- 
ders and the confederates who helped the 
Madame practice on the hallucinations and 
weaknesses of her silly dupes. It will be a 
matter of some surprise in. Chicago that the 
late Baron de Palm, who was well known here 
for his occult knowledge and anything but 
occult impecuniosity, dabbled in the astral 
business and had a Mahatma who may have 
been equal to a great many miracles but 
could not provide the good baron with a 
quarter in his utmost needs. Prof. Coues 
evidently was infatuated with the system and 
not with its priestess, who is reputed to be a 
gross, vulgar old woman of nasty habits and 
worse morals, who has lived the life of an ad- 
venturess for years and gained a handsome 
subsistence by shrewdly preying upon the 
weaknesses of men and women, 

The principal victim of this wretched im- 
postor is Col. Olcott. He did good service 
years ago in the War Department and for sev- 
eral years was an enterprising, industrious, 
and successful journalist. He is a man of re- 
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THE REAL STATE OF THE TREASURY. 

Some of the Democratic papers which are 
telling in startling headlines of a bankrupt 
Treasury and a “ big deficit ” owe it to their 
readers to revise their figures in the interest of 
truthful information. The statements which 
have been made to prove impending bank- 
ruptcy at Washington are not only erroneous 
in themselves, but they are likely to withdraw 
public attention from the only new demand 
on the treasury that is at all serious, In 
figuring out an immediate deficit the Demo- 
cratic papers fall into the following mistakes: 

1. No account is taken of the $55,000,000 
of surplus cash now on hand in the Treasury 
and available for any use the Government 
may need to make of it. This is quite a large 
sum of money, and in itself would be sufficient 
to keep the wolf from the Treasury og for 
some time. 

2. An appropriation of $49,000,000 4 the 
sinking fund is added to the permanent an- 
nual appropriations, whereas it is part of and 
belongs with them. Counting the sinking 
fund appropriation twice and overlooking the 
cash in the Treasury the Democratic figurers 
are in error to the amount of $109,000,000. 

8. Not satisfied with a made-up and imagi- 
nary shortage of over $100,000,000, some Demo- 
cratic alarmists insist that next month when 
the money on deposit to. redeem National 


‘bank notes (about $60,000,000) is transferred 


to the general account the Treasury will go 
in debt to that amount and resort to a 
forced loan.“ So far as the Government is 
concerned the transaction will be merely one of 
bookkeeping, and it will be neither richer nor 
poorer to the amount of a dollar on account 
of it. 

The Democratic figurers err in some minor 
particulars, such as losing sight of money ap- 
propriated but not expended. A heavy reduc- 
tion of revenue is attributed to the McKinley 
bill, and it is treated as though it would go 
into immediate effect, when in fact, even if 
adopted and in any form that it may take, 
that measure will not become operative be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1891. While the figures which 
have been paraded before the country to show 
an impending deficit in the Treasury are mis- 
leading and worthless it is not to be assumed 
that revenues and expenditures are such as to 
justify liberal appropriations by Congress. 
The real strain on the Treasury will not be 
felt for a year or more, and will come then 
from the pension legislation of the present 
Congress. It is now estimated that pension 
expenditures will reach $150,000,000 next year, 
and the prediction has been made in Congress 
that in five years, when the reratings are com- 
pleted and the new allowances. granted, the 
colossal sum of $800,000,000 will be required 
annually for pensions. If only half this 
amount is needed it will strain the resources 
of the Government and make it imperative to 
practice the closest economy in every other 
branch of expenditure. 


FARM LAND VALUES AND NEW MARKETS. 

An appraisement of land values in Qhio, 
which has just been made, shows a remark- 
able decrease in the value of farms since 1880. 
Counties where there are flourishing manu- 
factories or where oil and natural gas have 
been found show an increase; those where 
the farmers live a decrease. Thus, in the 
almost purely agricultural County of Wayne, 
the appraisdl shows that the land is worth 14 
per cent less than tem years ago, or at the 
rate of $7 an acre. The appraisal is not up 
to the market value, hence the drop per acre 
is estimated to be from $12 to $20. 

Yet no.farms have been abandoned. The 
intensity of the labor bestowed on them has 
not been lessened, Expensive improvements 
have been made. The county produces as 
much as if not more than it did in 1880. 
Why, then, have these lands depreciated? 
Why has the same thing happened in other 
counties in Ohio, and also in Indiana and IIli- 
nois? For in the purely agricultural districts 
of this State the farmers find the amount they 
ean get for their farms per acre decreasing 
steadily, which explains in part the constant 
lowering of assessments, 

The reason is that the crops which the 
Wayne County farmers raise, even though 
larger when measured in bushels than those 
of 1880, do not bring them as much money. 
The productiveness of their farms, measured 
in dollars and cents, has diminished, and of 
course the value of the land has sunk to corre- 
spond. The Wayne County farmer, who 
stands as the representative of tens of thou- 
sands in the Northwest, raises more wheat and 
corn than he can find a marketfor. After 
he has supplied the needs of the United States 
he sends a part of the remainder abroad, but 
a certain quantity stays undisposed of on his 
hands. Unableto get rid of that he is pinched; 
if able to sell it he prospers, Secretary Blaine 
and the President are advocating a policy 
which will furnish a market for that surplus 
and thus raise the price of all he produces. 

A McKinleyite paper says 95 per cent of the 
products of the Western farmer is consumed 
at home, and only 5 per cent sent abroad, and 
that it is not worth while bothering about that 
fractional quantity. That is not a truthful 
statement of the case. Speaking roughly, 90 | 
per cent is consumed at home, 5 per cent sent 
abroad, and there is a surplus of 5 per cent. 
The presence of that surplus pulls down the 
selling price of the 90 per cent. Furnish the 
farmer a new market, such as the Laé#in- 
American nations can give, and not only will 
he get rid of his 5 per cent surplus at a fair 
rate but the pride he gets for the 90 per cent 
will be increased. 

When that happens, and the farmer can 
dispose of what he produces at a good price, 
the value of his lands will begin to rise and 
it will be in his power to get out of them, if 
he sees fit, the capital he put into them, 
which he cannot do now. Therefore it is 
Blaine’s policy to which the farmers must 
look for relief, and not to McKinley’s bill, 
which does not give them a market “ for

will be great difficulty in making the 
defendants answerable in Illinois courts for 
manslaughter. If indicted here, how are they 
to be extradited from New York? As they 
were in New York and notin Illinois at the 
time of the explosion, how can it be estab- 
lished that they “have fled from justice in 
this State and taken refuge in New York’’? 
The Federal statute provides only for the ex- 
tradition of a fugitive criminal from “ the 
State to which he fled.” Applying this pro- 
vision the courts have held that there must be 
an actual fleeing from one State and taking 
refuge in another before the extradition law 
can operate. This law.was adopted before 
the days of railroads or telegraphs and is not 
suited to the present state of affairs. The 
laws of a State may be violated by persons 
who do not go into its territory. 
Explosives or poisons may be forwarded 
by mail, freight, or express, with a view 
to take the life of the receiver, and that result 
may fo without the criminal coming in- 
side the State or “fleeing from justice.” As 
in the case of the Tioga disaster, the unlawful 
shipment may be made in one State, while the 
explosion and deaths occur in another. In 
such instances only the United States statutes 
as to inter-State commerce have full applica- 
tion, and, while under the Federal law indi- 
viduals may be fined for shipping dangerous 
articles, it would seem difficult to hold them 
to any account when life is lost in consequence 
of such carelessness, Now that so many new 
inter-State laws are being evolved, one ought 
to be provided for the extradition of all per- 
sons charged with crimes, whether they have 
“actually fled or are literally “ fagitives 
from justice ” or not.

This exqui- 
site work was entirely unknown until about 
1866, as it was not found among the 
manuscripts left by the composer at his death. 
The world would have been considerably poorer 
had it beén lost.

There is no doubt chat the committee ap 
pointed by the Illinois State Board of Agri- 
culture will have great influence in control- 
ling the legislation of this session. Whatever 
weight and authority it has will be exerted right 
where it most affects Chicago, upon the coun- 
try members. They are deeply interested in 
agriculture and the agricultural and live-stock 
features of the coming Exposition, and they 
are disposed to think that whatever the Illinois 
State Board of Agriculture demands should be 


scale now outlined for a great Exposition. It 
is my opinion also that 200 acres will be little: 
enough space for a proper agricultural dis- 
play; 400 acres would be nearer the mark 
from what information I can gather from the 
State Boards of Agriculture. I am in con- 
stant communication with them all, and there- 
fore I am able to gauge their wants pretty 
closely. The agricultural exhibits should not 
be, in my opinion, isolated from the other ex- 
hibits by a distance that ‘cannot be easily and 
quickly traversed.
